But I am aſſured, that, as ſundry 
Grammars, o ſundry Cate- 
chilmes doe much goodin pri- 
uate ſtudie, and vſe. For the ſame 
method of teaching which ſee⸗ 
meth to ſome plauſible, & plea- 
fant, plaine and profitable, doth 
not ſeeme ſo to other: And one 
Catechiſme doth more cleerely 
lay opẽ ſome points of Chriſtiã 
faith, then another, yea handleth 
| ſome neceſſary point, which an- 
1 C0ther doth altogetheromit. A- 
gaine, It helpeth much to the 
confirmation of faith, when it is 
6 ſeene, that, howſoeuer ſundry 
| men in ſundry ages & countries, 
[i publith ſundry Catechiſmes, or 
make ſundry Confeſſions (be- 
tweene which two there is no 
great difference) as to ſay with 
Joby Baptift, Behold the Lambe 
Go 
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Cod which taketh away the ſins of 
the world; or with Peter, J hou art 
the Chriſt the Sonne of the lining 
God, the one publiſhing.his of- 
fice,the other confeſſing his na- 
turezyet they hold 5 ſame Head, 
belieue in the ſame Chriſt, iuſtiſie 
the ſame Wiſedome, and profeſſe 
the ſame Truth. What great pro- 
fit do Gods childrẽ res pe by the 
Harmony of Cifefions,as of Chur 
ches, ſoofancientand late wri- 
ters? What benefit hath; and 
doth redound to the Church of 
God by ſundry Creeas, not only 
extant, but ſome ofthe in pub- 
lique vſe too, as the (Apoſſolique, 
Nicene, and Athanaſian, every 
one doth know, and acknow- 
ledge. In theſe conſiderations I 
c6ceiue hope, that this little Ca- 
techiſme will bee offenſiue to 
none, but acceptable to you, and 
profitable to all ſuch as with re- 
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ligious humilitie will vſe, & per- 
uſcit. And the rather, becauſe 
they ſhall find the moſt neceſſa- 
rydoctrine of the Lords Supper 
more plainely ſet downe in this 
Catechiſme, than in many o- 
ther of no greater volume. 

Well, what good opinion ſo- 
euer this Catechiſme ſhall find 
in the hearts of other Readers, 
let me exhort you as a brother,
